Pence: New law doesn’t discriminate 


Indiana governor slams 
‘avalanche of intolerance,’ 
criticism against his state 

Associated Press 

Indiana Gov Mike Pence defended the new 
state law that’s garnered widespread criticism 
over concerns it could foster discrimination 
against gays and lesbians and said Sunday it 
wasn’t a mistake to have enacted it. 

Pence appeared on ABC’s “This Week with 
George Stephanopoulos” to discuss the Re- 
ligious Freedom Restoration Act he signed 
last week prohibiting state laws that “sub- 
stantially burden” a person’s ability to follow 
his or her religious beliefs. The definition of 
“person” includes religious institutions, busi- 
nesses and associations. 

Since the Republican governor signed the 
bill into law Thursday, Indiana has been wide- 
ly criticized by businesses and organizations 
around the nation, as well as on social media 
with the hashtag #boycottincliana. Already, 
consumer review service Angie’s List has said 
it will suspend a planned expansion in India- 
napolis because of the new law 

Pence did not answer directly when asked 
at least six times whether under the law it 
would be legal for a merchant to refuse to 
serve gay customers. “This is not about dis- 
crimination, this is about empowering people 
to confront government overreach,” he said. 
Asked again, he said, “Look, the issue here is 
stiU is tolerance a two-way street or not.” 

Sexual orientation is not covered under 
Indiana’s civil rights law Pence has said he 
“won’t be pursuing that.” 

The governor told the Indianapolis Star 
on Saturday that he was in discussions with 
legislative leaders over the weekend and ex- 
pects a clarification bill to be introduced in 
the coming week. He addressed that Sunday 
saying, “if the General Assembly ... sends me a 
bill that adds a section that reiterates and am- 
plifies and clarifies what the law really is and 
what it has been for the last 20 years, then I’m 
open to that.” 

But Pence was adamant that the measure, 
slated to take effect in July, will stick. “We’re 
not going to change this law,” he said. 

House GOP caucus spokeswoman Tory 
Flynn referred questions about those discus- 
sions and possible language to the governor’s 
office; it didn’t respond to a request for com- 
ment Sunday

other states where such bills have been pro-

posed this year to essentially grant a state- 
sanctioned waiver for discrimination as the 
nation’s highest court prepares to mull the gay 
marriage question. 

Supporters of the law, including Pence, con- 
tend discrimination claims are overblown and 
insist it will keep the government from com- 
pelling people to provide services they find 
objectionable on religious grounds. They also 
maintain courts haven’t allowed discrimina- 
tion under similar laws covering the federal 
government and 19 other states, including 
Indiana’s neighbors Illinois and Kentucky 
two states Pence mentioned specifically Ar- 
kansas is poised to follow in Indiana’s foot- 
steps, with a final vote expected next week 
in the House on legislation that Republican 
Gov Asa Hutchinson has said he’ll sign. 

Josh Earnest, President Obama’s spokes- 
man, appeared on “This Week” after Pence, 
and said the debate isn’t a political argument. 

“If you have to go back two decades to try 
to justify what you’re doing today, it may raise 
questions,” Earnest said, referring to the 1993 
federal law Pence brought up. He added that 
Pence “is in damage-control mode this morn- 
ing and he’s got some damage to fix.”

A house party that dissolved into a hail of 
gunfire and left seven young people hurt has 
officials on the Florida Panhandle pondering 
what to do with a spring break season they say 
has gotten out of control. 

The raucous parties in

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Paul McCartney is not 
too old to headline Lolla

When Sir Paul McCartney performs July 31 
during this year’s Lollapalooza, he will be, 
at 73, the oldest headliner since the music 
festival began in 1991. But while the former 
Beatle is getting up there, he isn’t that old by 
recent Lolla or festival standards. 

RedEye compiled the ages of every 
performer in the six top-billed acts from the 
past five Lollapalooza lineups (2011-2015) in 
Chicago. The average age of the headlining 
performers was roughly 37 years old— even 
when McCartney was removed from the 
equation. 

With an average age of 43, this year’s 
lineup is the oldest crop of headliners, but 
not by much. The average age of headliners 
in 2012 was about 40 years old. 

These numbers shouldn’t be a huge sur- 
prise. The 2015 festival season is proving that 
lineups filled with tenured musical legends 
have become the norm. Billy Joel (66 years 
old) is headlining this year’s Bonnaroo Music 
and Arts Festival on June 11-14 in Manches- 
ter, Tenn. AC/DC, with founding member 
Angus Young (60), and Steely Dan, with core 
members Walter Becker (65) and Donald Fa- 
gen (67), are playing Coachella Valley Music 
and Arts Festival on April 10-12 and 17-19 in 
Indio, Calif 

The culture of summer music festivals 
often has shown that any marquee event will 
have a palatable mix of artists both young 
and old. At recent Lollapalooza fests, head- 
liners have included elder statesmen Black 
Sabbath in 2012 and the Cure in 2013 buoyed 
by a mix of younger draws like Mumford & 


Sons and Skrillex. 

This year’s Lolla lineup isn’t an excep- 
tion. McCartney is a stark contrast to Sam 
Smith, who will be 23 years old by the time 
he performs Aug. i at the festival. Smith is 
the youngest Top- 6 headliner of the past five 
festivals. 

The youngest Lolla biU tallied? In 2014, 
artist ages averaged out to about 32 years old. 
Eminem, 41 at the time, was the most senior, 
while Skrillex, at 26 years old, was youngest. 

Perhaps to appeal to older audiences, Mc- 
Cartney is more likely to play stadiums than 
festival grounds. But he did have a successful 
headlining set at Bonnaroo in 2013. Despite 
media outlets falling for sarcastic “Who is 
Paul McCartney?” Twitter jokes, McCartney 
remains one of the most ubiquitous and 
entertaining musicians alive. Even after 60 
years in the musical spotlight, he’s able to 
charm all sorts of audiences. He was a Beatle, 
after all. 

It goes without saying, age doesn’t dictate 
quality 

However, if you wrongly think Macca is 
just a lame geezer, go see whippersnappers 
The Weeknd, who will be 25 for his July 31 
Lolla performance, and Sam Smith instead. 

Editor’s note: All artist ages listed are according to 
performance date, not current day. Our analysis 
does not include Jimmy Tamborello of the Postal 
Service or Sam White of Florence and the Machine 
because they are vampires. (They’re not. Or so we 
think. We couldn’t find official sources for their 
ages.)
